With Employment of Public Health 
Nurse for Inspection and Clinical 
Work—Deputation from West Park

A special meeting of the Public 
School Board was held in the Board 
room at the Central school on Friday 
evening. There were present R. L. 
Gaetz, Chairman, and Trustees W. J. 
Stephenson, J. W. Broughton and Jas. 
Berry. 

The application of C. H. McKenzie 
for ithe position of teacher for Grade 
VIH. was accepted at a salary of 
$1500 per annum. (Mr. McKenzie 
comes highly recommended and. has 
good educational qualifications. 

‘A deputation, consisting of , Major 
Lister, A. Cruickshanks, Mrs. Shan- 
non and Mrs. Moseley, interviewed 
the Board in regard to opening a 
schoo! in West Park. Mr. Lister claim- 
ed that there were 21 families Hving 
in West Park, and that there were 42 
children. of school age as well as 22 
approaching school age. Of those 
attending school, 21 are in the first 
three grades, 10 in grades. 4 and 6, 
and 18 in grades 6, 7 and 8. ed

PUBLIC HEALTH NURSE 


. Miss Brighty outlined the Dept. of 
Public Health work, stating that their 
object was to form a Public Héalth 
District for the medical and physical 
{nspection of children, also follow- 
up work by visiting the homes and 
establishing permanent clinics. It 
takes 35 schools to form a District, 
and a small fee is required from each: 
60 cents per pupil fs charged up to 
60 pupils, and a flat rate of $20 per 
annum for 100 pupils. Red Deer is 
the logical centre for such a district, 
the whale expense is covered by the 
*fee charged. 

* On motion of Trustee Berry, the 
Board agreed to enter the proposed 
District. It was felt that the expen- 
diture of, say, $120 or $130 per year in 


this way would be a great: invest- 
ment for the schools. Ss ’

Ottawa.—The closing scenes of the 
last session .clearly .illustrated the 
deplorable conditions in the govern- 
ment party when théy succumbed to. 
the most vicious iffluences in our 
public life and the greatest resources 
of our country were only saved from 
being forever alienated by the deter- 
mined stand of the Senate. Assisted 
by the Progressives in the Commons 
they had made E. W. Backus, viceroy 
of Northwestern Ontario, and dictat- 
or of Manitoba and had opened the. 
door for a group of government sup- 
porters to secure the richest coal 
fields in Western Canada. ne, 

In 1920 Raney, Drury & Co., hand- 
ed E. W. Backus, an American ex- 
ate ploiter of Canadian resources, con- 
trol of the timber resources of the 
‘Kenora district.. Not content with 
this they also gave him the immense 
waterpower of that area, putting at 
his mercy all the business interests 
and in addition giving him in a great 
measure control of the power produc- 
tion for Winnipeg and ‘Manitoba. 
Those familiar with the colossal in- 
terests involved were aghast at the 
Raney-Drury gift to Backus and the 
federal government was beseeched to 
protect Canadian interests. Last year 
Hon. Arthur Meighen, after a con- 
ference with Premier Norris of Mani- 
toba and Ontario representatives, 
passed federal legislation which 
would prevent Backus from coercing 
our people in Northwestern Ontario 
and Manitoba. This Hon. Mr. Drury 
repudiated_at the dictation of Backus, 
but the federal ‘protection stood. 
This session Hon. W. L. Mackenzie 
King is {n power, and a desperate at- 
tempt by Liberals and Progressives 
was made to subordinate Canadians 
to the mercy of this foreign adven- 
turer. Their united forces won, in 
pts spite of the efforts of Mr. Meighen 
rr and his followers in the Commons, 
rf but the Senate could not be coerced. 

Many Liberal senators joined with 
the solid Conservative representation 
to secure protection for ‘Canadians 
as against the foreign master of 
Raney-Drury & Co—E. W. Backus, 
Minneapolis, U-S. Mr. Meighen’s pro- 
tective measure still stands and Mr. 
King’s attempt to give the control of 
an empire to Backus failed. 

/ What was even worse was the at- 
tempt of the Liberals and  Progres- 
sives tu exploit for party friends and 
American capitalists the greatest of 
Canada’s resources—the famous Hop- 
pe coal lands in Northern iAlberta. 
No one can estimate the wealth of 
these great anthracite coal fields. 
Some experts place their value at one 
hundred million dollars. It was 
this great field of national wealth 
lying close to the Canadian National 
Railways that the Liberals and Pro- 
gressives were prepared to alienate 
from the people to make wealthy par- 
ty supporters and allies in Ottawa 
and Montreal. 

Before the war a German- Amer!- 
can named Hoppe received a_ large 
coal concession on the Smoky River, 
Alberta. In 1918 the Union Govern- 
ment discovered that Hoppe was an 
active German sympathizer and also 
that he was behind in his rentals.

Reduced cost of living was 
one of the group’s main planks, and in 
the campaign the Meighén govern- 
ment, burdened as it was with ines- 
capable war expenditure, was continu- 
ally assailed for extravagance. - Yet 
the néw administration, in piping 
times of peace, has not only failed 
to meet the West in regard ‘to tariff 
reductions, but has added fifty per- 
cent. to the sales tax, which bears 
on the “masses of the people’ for 
whom Mr. King expressed so much 
anxiety during the campaign. There 
are newrexcise taxes: which Mr. Field- 
ing’s predecessor never imposed, and 
withal, the finance minister can see 
no chance of making the budget bal- 
ance for the year. The admission 
from his own lips°is the more as- 
tounding when it is recalled that in 
the estimates a cool $77,000,000 is: cut 
from the proposed expenditure on 
railways—and nobody knows how 
that is going to be made good. To 
return to the ‘Progressives: They 
have been disappointed in the tariff, 
even in regard to the British prefer- 
ence; cost of living has not been re- 
duced; nothing has been done about 
redistribution—the Government could 
not even find time for discussion of 
Captain Shaw’s resolution thereon; 
discussion of proportional represen- 
tation got nowhere; the Hudson's 
Bay, railway was scarcely mentioned,

“COMBINDS AND MHRGERS” 


Everybody recalls’how Hon. James 
Murdock, stumping ‘Western Ontario 
with the present*..Premier, raved 
about; “combines and mergers.” Clos- 
ing of the first session of the Four- 
teenth Parliament, with Mr. Mur- 
dock as a minister of the Crown, re- 
veals the astounding fact that what- 
ever conditions existed before the 
election in regard to profiteering, pre- 
sumably’ exist still, for nothing has 
been done about it. New taxation 
takes an additional whack at ‘the 
“masses of the- people,” but there is 
no new tax on wealth. The income 
tax remains; the corporation tax ig 
no higher. ven the stamp tax is 
modified in favor of those who write 
the big cheques. ‘Can it be said that 
there are no illegal commercial mon- 
sters after all? Quizzed about it in 
the House, Mr. Murdock thought he 
had been “a.Dit itoo optimistic.” What- 
ever was said about the textile indus- 
try must have been a mistake, for 
Sir Charles Gordon, head of Domin- 
ion Textiles, is now representing this 
government at Genoa. It is doubtful 
if the rank and file of the party swal- 
lowed very much of the campaign 
twaddle on this subject. At any rate, 
a naive confession. by the London Ad- 
vertiser, Liberal organ in Western 
Ontario, is of interest. In regard to 
a Brantford steel plant especially 
equipped during the war, and paying 
high wages for exacting work, the 
Advertiser says: 


“In the term between then and 
now no person has been standing 
around to observe the costly ef- 
forts of this and other plants to 
‘make these places sources of em- 
ployment. There is little atten- 
tiion paid to the “profiteer” who 
has shot his money in an attempt 
to keep going and provide em- 
ployment. No one loves a pro- 
fiteer, but, in justice, let it be 
said that many. of them are com. 
ing out of the game in the end 
poorer than when they went in, 
and they are getting mighty lit- 
tle credit for it either.” 
It is unfortunate that these elevat- 
ing thoughts could not have been ex- 
pressed by the Liberal press during 
the election campaign; but justice is 
traditionally slow.

‘The Crow agree- 
ment, it is true, has been further 
suspended otherwise, but it will be 
noted that the lst of commodities 
listed by the Commission. for further 
reductions—almost down to the .rat- 
es existing prior to the 1920 increases 
—comprises nearly .all those articles 
affected by the Crow’s Nest ' agree- 
ment. ‘They are not “foodstuffs,” as 
proclaimed by the Toronto Globe in 
a reference to the agreement, but 
building ‘materials, ime and plaster, 
cement, iron, fertilizers ‘and the like. 
Together with the grain, rate cut 
ordered by Parliament, the loss to 
the C.P.R. is estimated at $11,000,000, 
and of course the Canadian National 
Railways must reduce.rates to the 
same extent. Eastern Canada will 
meet the resultant deficit next year, 
while the grain growers market their 
grain at rates effective 25 years ago, 
and get their supplies at reduced 
charges. Coal from the head of the 
lakes westward will be carried at 
rates prevailing before the increases 
of September, 1920.

Guelph. — Realizing that some 
effort should be made to preserve 
the old-C, P. R, station building, the 
first house ‘built in Guelph, which 
is located on_a piece of ground at 
the foot of Woolwich -Street, and 
which is fast going to ruin, the civic 
improvement committee of Guelph 
-decided to make a move towards 
ihaving improvements carried out to 
jpreserve the building. 


Galt.—General Manager M. W. 
Kirkwood of the Lake Erie & North- 
ern and Grand River Railways has 


fannounced that early in July work. 


iwould be started on the new Union 
{Depot on Main street. The plans have 
tbeen finally approved and’ tenders’ 
have been called for. The building, 
which will be of rug brick construc- 
tion, one storey in eight, but later 
it is intended to add another storey, 
to accommodate the general offices 
now located in Scott’s Block. 


Moose Jaw.—The roof is now on 
the Dominion Express Company’s 
new building, west of the Canadian 
Pacific Railway Company. office 
building, and the work is - being 
rushed with great speed. As soon 
as tha Express Company building is 
in shape to be occupied, the old 
biildirg will be removed and the 
work uf installing the new tracks 
will be commenced. © 

In front of the new depot the con- 
crete roadway is laid in squares of 
ten feet. The city electricians have 
completed the installation of the two 
electric light standards at the outer 
edges of the sidewalks on both sides 
of the roadway. 


Galt.—After 40 years of con- 
tinuous and faithful service as an 
employee of the C. P. R., Alex. Mc-

taken by John Campbell, for many 
‘years a permanent resident of Galt, 
at one time depot and freight agent, 
but for the past several years 
travelling passenger agent. 

Mr. McKean commenced his rail- 
road career in the freight audit de- 
panne at Winnipeg, was agent at 

igh Bluff, Manitoba, for a couple 
of years and for 17 years success- 
fully conducted a mercantile busi- 
ness in Mount Forest, handling rail- 
way, steamship, telegra h and ex- 

ress services. It was from Mount 

orest that he came to Galt in 1906, 


Vancouver. — Vancouver’s first 
transcontinental railway train enter- 
ed the city thirty-five years ago, 
when prophecies were made which 
have now reached full realization. 
In the address of .welcome to Henry 
Abbott, who was then Buperintendent 
of the Pacific Division of the C. P. 

. Mayor M. A. Maclean drew a 
word-picture of Vancouver in the 
future which is now a fact. 

Vancouver’s first train was drawn 
by an old wood-burning type engine 
and included a baggage, colonist 
sleeper and pullman and drawing- 
room cars of the latest type at that 
date. The engine was draped in 
evergreens and bore placards bear- 
ing inscriptions “From Ocean to 
_Ocean” and many mottoes declaring 
‘the achievements of the men who 
undertook the: construction of the 
C, P.:R. : 

P, Barnhardt was conductor and 
P. Righter, engineer. 

The ealebeation of, the arrival of 
the train was carried on far into 
the night, the atts. band serenading 
officials of the C. P. R. and a torch- 
light ace being staged 
through the city. 


" Woodstock, Oxtario.—In the death 
of Charles Garden, C.E., which occur- 
red at the residence of Col. F. H. 
J. Dibblee recently, there passed 
away the last male member in his 
generation, of a family associated 
with the history. and progress of 
Woodstock for well-nigh, if not 
quite, a century. Mr. Garden was 
connected with the building of the 
C. P. R. through the Rockies. He 
was one of the advance guard of the 
exploration party. The route of 
this party was via the N. P. R. to 
Bismark, Dakota, up the Missouri to 
Benton and thence by trek to Cal. 
gary and up the Bow. Only one 
party came over the Rockies’ sum- 
mit. Mr. Garden was transit man 
and the party consisted of fifteen 
men. They came through the Ver- 
million, south of Kickinghorse and 
made their way to what is now call- 
ed “Golden.” They built “The Cache” 
which has ever since remained, with, 
of course, extensive restorations and 
is now known as Moodie’s House. 

In 1884-5, Mr. Garden worked on 
C. P. R. construction near Lake 
Superior on White River, Peninsula 
Harbor, and it was at this time that 
the first through C. P. R. train went 
to Vancouver. He was later engaged: 
on construction on the Deloraine 
ranch to the Coal Mines for the C. 
Pp. R. He had charge of location 
and construction on Souris Branch 
and was for some years in office 
work in Winnipeg. In 1897 he -vas 
on the location of the Crow’s Nest 
branch, locating wie loop and tunnel 
at Michael Creek

SUCCESSFULLY OPENED WITH, 
PICNIC, CONCERT AND | DANCE 


The community of Ridgewood: had 
a gala day that will go down. into his- 
tory. The people-gathered from: far 
and near last Friday morning, + and 
for the balance of the daylight }. 
hours, of a. western day. noted for its 
long evenings, the ‘picnic continued 
as one continuous: round of pleasure. 
The day was alt: that could be desir- 
ed;. except for a few drops. of. rain 
that fell ' during the afternonon,*” but 
these only.; served. to give a little 
varlety to;the events of the day. 

Races, athletic events, baseball,. 
\bucking contests, steer ‘viding and all 
the exciting events of a really up to 
the minute picnic. were enjoyed to 
the full. The Penhold baseball team 
carried’ off the honors in the ball 
games, although the lady ._ rooters 
from Burnt Lake were accorded the 
championship in their ome special 
line of activity. 

The refreshment stand did a roar- 
ng business all day and well_into the 
night, and the contents of baskets 
holding bushels of the best eatables 
in the land disappeared as if by 
magic. 

The Community Hall itself is 80 
feét by 60 feet, and is a credit to the 
industry and enterprise of the com- 
munity. We are informed that all 
the work on the building was donat- 
ed, but even at that the expenditure 
for lumber and other building mater- 
jals will run well over $1,000. The 
outside of the building was complet- 
ed at the time of the opening last 
week, but the inside has not been 
sealed as yet. A good platform bas 
been built at the front of the hall, and 
an excellent floor has been laid in 
the entire building. 

As darkness came on, the people 
gathered into the building for the 
concert and dance. ‘Wm. Rogers act- 
ed as chairman, and in a few _ intro- 
ductory remarks called on Mr. Sigurd- 
son to officially open the hall. 

Mr. Sigurdson said that he had 
been asked to perform that office be- 
cause he was the oldest resident in 
the community. , He was glad to see 
that, and thought it should help to 
keep, the young people contented on 
the farms of the district. They were 
naturally proud of their achievement 
in gettting the hall erected, and he 
hoped that it would be used for good 
purposes. While it was to be expect- 
ed that there would be a good many 
dances held in the building, he hoped 
that it would be used for many other 
things that would be even more 
helpful to the young: people. He 
then declared the building open to 
the public for community purposes. 

A short musical program followed, 
several numbers being rendered by 
E. G. Johns, Reg. Taylor and H. F.

NATURAL GAS QUESTION 


An investigation into the entire

TREATMENT FOR : 
POISONED STOCK 


In several places in the southern 
part of the province it thas been 
found that: cattle and other animals 
have become poisoned by eating bait 
for grasshoppers which has _ been 
scattered in flelds, since tthe « bait 
contains arsenic, Dr.. Percy Talbot, 
the provincial veterinarian, has issued 
a statement following a. study of the 
matter, in which he'says. ‘that ‘the 
most successful treatment as an an- 
tidote for the poison is hydrated ox- 
ide of iron, which-should be .admintis- 
tered in the form of a soft mass and 
must be .freshly made and adminis- 
tered at once. ° Since, : however,prep- 
aration of such an antidote would not! 
be practicable for farmers, who had to 
drive long distances to obtain the in- 
gredient, other remedies have been 
tried. It has been found that a mix- 
ture of ferric hydrate and magnesia 
will act promptly and effectively. For 
this preparation it is necessary to 
keep on hand in separate bottles 2 
ounces ferric sulphite solution dilut- 
ed with 4 ounces water, and 180 grains 
magnesia made into a smooth mix- 
ture with half a pint of water. When 
needed, the two should be mixed and 
shaken until a thin mass results. This 
should be administered in large quan- 
tities at short intervals, and followed 
with emetics suchas alum, epicacs or 
sulphite of zinc. The fact should 
not be forgotten that large doses of 
lime water, olive oil, carron oil, or 
mucilaginous drinks, as oatmeal gruel, 
are helpful. Stimulants might also 
be given, and if there is well marked 
prostration, warmth should be ap- 
plied to the animal by means of hot 
blankets. . 


SHORT COURSE FOR CHILDREN 


One of ‘the most interesting experi- 
ments yet tried by the provinclai de- 
partment of agriculture, and one 
which is proving immensely success- 
ful, is the short course school of a 
week’s. duration held at the Olds 
school of ‘agriculture for 69 boys and 
girls, winners at the school fairs of 
last year in seyenteen districts from 
Wetaskiwin south to Didsbury. The 
boys and girls attending this course 
ranged in age from 9 to 15, and some 
of them had never been farther away
